The port of the 
proceedings

Sparks-Bruce hearing not reported 
in 
yesterday's paper Is given below: 
WJhen the hearing was resumed 
at 
2.15 o'clock, 
after 
tho 
recess, 
there 
were only two delegates 
in the room. 
Mr. Hennessey, 
who was to be cross­ 
examined, had been culled to the court 
house on business, and Daniel J. Don­ 
ahue was called to the witness chair. 
Mr. Jennings allowed him to tell his 
story without questions. 
He 
gave 
a 
clear but detailed account of the con­ 
vention proceedings. He brought out 
especially the occasions when he had 
protested against 
the rulings of 
the 
chair and had been ruled out of order. 
Every effort of a delegate 
to doubt a 
vote was ruled out, he said. 
Upon the motion 
to Eiccept the re­ 
port of 
the com m ittee 
on credentials 
In* said: 
Ile then put the motion and decided 
carried. 
Our 68 men were 
there and 
several shouted to the chair. Mr. M ur­ 
phy formally doubted the vote and the 
chairm an ruled him out of order. Sev­ 
eral delegates persistently doubted the 
vote but were not recognized. 
The motion to m ake the tem porary 
organization perm anent 
was doubted 
but no recognition was given by 
the 
chair. 
Then tftn* word I delegation filled the 
vacancy on Mr. B arry ’s credential.

offered the new credential to 
the sec­ 
retary and he refused to take it until 
I threatened to invoke the law.

Then a motion was made to ballot 
and declared carried, 
the chair again 
refusing 
to entertain 
a doubt.

mediately I approached the chair with 
the election laws in my hand and said:

I move that we have 
a roll call." 
The chair replied: 
“ You are 
out of 
order. 
It Is a verification of a vote." 
I replied: 
‘‘You have not begun to 
vote as yet." 
He said: “ Sit down, 
Mr. Donohue, 
you are out of order." 
Then John F. M urphy called 
for a 
roll call and was not recognized. 
Mr, 
Regan of Tewksbury, who was sitting

the Bruce delegates, 
arose and

As Mr. Regan arose, the Bruce dele 
gates cried:

"W e then proceeded to organize our 
own convention and each of the 68 dele­ 
gates voted for Mr. Sparks and swore 
to It.

for the public welfare by duo process of law.

This change was made 
because the phrase '"calling time" was 
misleading, as the referee is tho only 
official that can call time- 
Rule 8 rends aa follows: "The scorer 
shall be appointed by the captain of 
the homo team, except In aerial ch a m ­ 
pionship games, when he shall be a p ­ 
pointed by the championship com m it­ 
tee.” 
The part of the rule that refers 
to serial championship games is new 
this year. 
This rule also applies to 
the time keeper.

Section 24 reads; “When the r e fe re e 
is throwing the hail up between two 
men and one of them bats it out of 
bounds, it shall 
be given to the

This refers to all the men, whereas
